I'his 
whole  fiihj* -  ^1  retjnires  but  to  be  thought 
upon  wilt  oMi  pailion,  prejudice,  and 
pride ;  and  tl»c  part  which  the  luatcria) 
interefts  of  Great  Britain  call  this  nation 
to  take,  will  efcape  the  difccinmcnt  of 
no  one.  Are  wc  arrived  at  that  moment 
vvhcfi  wc  can  divelt  ourlelves  of  fitch 
palFions  ?  i  do  hope  that  the  infatuation, 
which  had  r».ii:cd  the  iidiabitants  of  this 
country,  is  now  wearing  olf;  and  that, 
they  no  longer  continue  in  that  prepofl'ef* 
fed  (late,  when  no  rcafon  could  aw'aken 
thtm  from  their  delirium,  nor  any  argu¬ 
ments  prevail  on  them  fairly  to  coidider 
evcM  y  coid'cijncnce  of  a  zeal  fo  ill  direc¬ 
ted. 

Few  had  looked  deeper  than  the  clr- 
Cnmrt.ance  ithU,  into  the  nicelf  and  moft 
rt fined  point  »hat  can  almoll  arife  in  llic 
roulideratii)n  and  nature  ot  government; 
finding  that  the  authoiity  of  parliament 
vvat*  not  allowed  to  he  all  powcMtiil, 
through  every  part  of  the  dominions  of 
this  crown,  the  nation  fired  at  the  word, 
and, confident  of  their  power  to  maintain 
fuch  authority,  forgot  towards  tlieir  fel- 
loW-fubjeils  that  jufiice,  for  which  the 
f>cople  of  this  coontiy  are  fo  eminently 
difiir  pull'.Cil.  at  il  towards  themfeives, 
thofe  principles  which  roufed  their  an- 
ceftors  at  tlie  end  of  the  lalt  century,  to 
reftot-c  and  confirm  the  couftitution. 
They  would  otherwife  have  feen,  that 


deprive  them  of  the  comfort  of  liberty, 
and  the  bleflings  of  that  conftitution 
which  guards  and  difpofes  of  the  proper* 
tics  of  the  inhabitants  of  Great  Britain. 

1  do  not  mean  to  enter  into  any  diicuflion 
of  right  for  the  time,  for  this  is  rfow 
pad  :  If  it  had  been  difpafrionately  con- 
fidered  at  the  proper  moment,  perhaps 
it  would  have  been  found, that  neither  in 
rcafon  nor  juftice  fuch  a  power  could 
have  been  exerted,  and  that  if  itdidexid, 
or  could  be  ever  fo  weii  maintained,  the 
tw'o  foregoing  principles  would  form  the 
bed  criterion  to  determine,  where  found 
policy  lliould  lead  the  mother  country 
to  give  way,  where  to  have  dood  up  at 
all  events  in  fupport  of  its  owm  authority. 
It  never  could  be  the  intention  of  the  na¬ 
tion,  however  it  might  be  the  wiOi  of  the 
court,  to  place  any  part  of  the  fubjeds 
of  tlie  crown  in  this  predicament. 

The  cfi'cncc  alont  was  felt  by  the  bulk 
of  the  nation  :  we  were  totallv  infculiblc 
of  the  cruel  apprehenfiors  under  which 
wc  were  laying  thofe  to  whom  wc  nei¬ 
ther  wiihed  nor  meant  an  injury  :  mean¬ 
ing  none,  we  did  not  make  the  cafe  our 
own  ;  but  irlUcting  piiniihmciit  on  pu- 
ninimciit  lor  that  W'hich  we  deemed 
crimes,  but  what  every  free  man  wmild 
coudruc  to  l>e  a  ftrucglc  only  againd  op- 
prefiion,  a  refinance  by  arms  has  ferved 
to  exafperate  the  nation  to  a  pitdh,  that 
the  war  is  carried  on  with  more  virulence 
than  againd  the  natural  enemies  of  this 
couutiy.  Without  deciding  on  the  point 
of  the  legality  of  the  claim,  much  lefs  of 
the  propriety  of  ufing  that  pow'ci  confif- 
teiit  with  any  rule  of  equity  and  iufiicCf 
1  will  only  remark,  that  it  is  abt'urd  to 
expe^,  liiat  any  country  would  not  re¬ 
volt  againit  the  cxercife  of  fo  alarming  a 
power,  the  very  luAaut  that  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  found  that  they  had  the  means  of 
irfi dance.  7'he  Americaim  have  been 
driven  to  arm*,  and  the  event  of  the  war 
ii  no  longer  problematical.  When  it 
was  firft  undertaken,  the  nation  might  be

U,  have  a  claim  to  expert  a  mitigation  of  purfuit,  in  which  fircccfs  itfelr  can  never 
that  authority  on  a  point  which  would  bring  abemt  the  obje^  we  ought  to  have* 
fender  thtir  bapfinefs  precarious,  and  in  view,  rccouciiiatiun ;  but  defeat  be  at* 
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trndcd  with  difgrace  and  ruin.  May  I 
alk  tkole  pentlcMnen,  who  prcfTcd  on  this 
c  ivil  war  from.lhe  dcfircof  mainUiningat 
a  l  hazards  an  acknowledgment  of  the  fu- 
prcniacy  t»f  parliament  in  all  cafes  what- 
foever,  over  every  part  of  the  dominions 
ot  this  crown,  whether  the  very  means, 
by  which  they  thought  of  carrying  that 
j>oint,  lias  not  given  the  Americans  fuch 
an  opportunity  of  feeling  their  own 
Urength,  as  to  make  that  object  totally 
hopelcfs?  If  then  the  principal  ground, 
with  mod  people,  for  entering  into  this 
V.  .'r,  as  impolitic  as  it  is  unnatural, 
ihonlil  he  found  to  he  unattainable  (as  pad 
all  doubt  it  now  is),  can  thole  who  pro¬ 
moted  tliefe  raeafurcs,  with  as  much 
zeal  as  wMiit  of  difccruinent  of  the  true 
intereils  of  their  country,  atone  fo  pro¬ 
pel  ly  for  tlie  injuries,  wliich,  unwilling¬ 
ly,  I  grant  they  have  caufed,  as  by  a 
hearty  jur.iftion  with  thofe  who  honed- 
ly  dift’ereil  from  them  at  fird,  and  who 
defirc  now  only  to  meet  them  on  the 
plan  mod  likely  to  fave  a  finking  date. 
Tliofe  even,  who  were  Jed  away  by  vi- 
lionary  fehemes  of  drawing  from  that 
part  of  the  <lominion8  of  this  crown  an 
oftcnfible  revenue,  may  without  charge 
of  iiiconfidency,  take  part  with  th«  fc  I 
have  mentioned,  and  for  once  direct  their 
eourie  fo,  as  to  f^orward,  and  not  dedroy, 
the  I'ource  from  which,  in  a  great  mea- 
Aii  e.  our  riches  arife.  How  cafy  would 
it  t»e  to  prove  to  this  fet  of  men  their  dc- 
lufion  ;  to  date  to  them  their  total  igno- 
Tance  of  the  matter,  and  of  the  rneans 
by  which  nations  acquire  wealth  ?  But 
^viih  tJiofc  w'ho  do  not  fee  that  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  were  in  reality  taxed  by  us,  and 
paying  in  every  article  exported  from 
tliis  country  towards  our  revenue,  from 
the  light  which  the  manufadurcr  re¬ 
ceives  through  his  cottage-window  from 
lieaven,  to  the  foie  of  the  (hoe  he  treads 
on,  it  would  be  flinging  away  one’s  time 
to.irgiie:  although,  it  is  as  ealy  to  de¬ 
mon  itrate,  as  it  will  be  difficult  to  make 
it  up  to  every  labourer  and  to  every  naa- 
rnfaclurer,  as  foon  as  foreign  markets 
liavebec!!  ablcclfewhcre  to  fupply  thcco- 
lonies  with  thofe  commodities  which  hj- 
therft)  have  been  demanded  from  this 
c  inmtry.  And  it  is  too  chUdidi  a' confi¬ 
dence  to  imagine,  that  the  foreigners, 
who  now  enjoy  the  profit  of  carrying 
thefc  at  tides,  will  leave  us  that  of  manu- 
fadnring  them,  whenever  they  can  be 
fnpplied  as  wdi,  or  cheaperj  at  apyellicr 
market.”

S  I  R, 

There  cannot  be  a  more  certain, 
nor  yet  a  more  alarming  proof  of 
the  prefent  weakncls,  the  approaching  • 
decline,  and  (if  fomc  favourable  incident 
d(Hs  not  intervene  to  prevent  it)  the 
fpeedy  dilfoliition  of  the  Britidi  conditu- 
lion,  than  thofe  violent  difl'ereiices  of 
opinion  which  now  prevail  among  us 
with  regard  to  tlie  fate  of  our  arms  in 
America — fome  feeming  to  rejoice  at 
their  mifearriage  with  as  much  lincerity 
as  others  triumph  in  their  fuccefs;  and, 
wh.it  is  yet  more  fl range,  both  profefling 
to  entertain  thefe  oppojite  feiitiincnts 
from  the  piired  and  rpod  unfeigned  love 
of  their  country.  I'he  fataj  efleds  of 
fuch  an  unhappy  public  diflcnlion  have 
been  feen  and  l.imented  by  many  writers, 
faci  ed  and  profane,  antient  and  modern. 
Sallud  fays,  Qo3ici>rdia  res  parvsc  crefeunt^ 
difeordia  maximx  dilabnutur :  **  The 
finalled  dates  arc  incrcafed  by  concord, 
but  by  difeord  the  greaied  are  ruined 
And  the  highed  authtirity  aflures  us, 

”  that  a  tiouic  divided  againd  itfdf  can¬ 
not  dand.” 

I  know  it  is  impoffible  to  bring  all  the 
members  of  any  large  political  commu¬ 
nity  exadly  to  the  fame  way  of  thinking; 
but  I  know,  at  the  fame  time,  that  it  is 
not  only  podible,  but  highly  expedient, 
and  even  indifpenflbly  necedary,  that  a 
great  majority  of  any  nation  fhould  apr 
prove  of  the  meafures  of  its  rulers,  plhcr- 
wife  their  meafures  either  never  can  fuc^ 
ceed  at  all,  or,  if  they  do,  ^hey  wifi  on-  \ 
ly  tend  the  fader  on  that  account  either; 
to  precipitate  the  downfal  of  the  mini- 
dry,  or,  if  that  cannot  be  cfleded  by. 
any  other  mc^s,  the  downfal  of  the* 
conditution. 

The  fird  of  thefc  was  aidually  the  cafe* 
in  all  our  Dutch  wars  in  the  r/cign  of 
King  Charles  IF.'  The  people  never 
heartily  approved  of  thofe  wys,  orra-; 
tber  they  highly  dlfapproyed  of  them.  ^ 

Ttie  coiifequcocc  was,  that  spte  were  ‘ 
\vordcd  in  almufl  cvefy  eifgapment : 

Nay,  one  of  the  Dutch  admirals  fixed  a 
broom  to  his  main-top-ioad,  thereby  in*' 
timacing  that  he  wouUl  fweep  the'ieat 
clear  of  alt  Englidi  ih*ps  whauver:  and 
another  of  them  failed  tip  the  river, 
Thames,  and  burnt  leveril  of  oiir  flHpf 
at  Chatham.  What  a  ftriking  reiem-

opimM  i  f  elating  to  that  affair.

daily  tranlporteil  to  France,  by  loading  it 
(>»’  privateers  commifiioned  from  the 
Hollsrderr.,  which,  by  reafen  of  the 
ftrength  and  numb<  r  of  offenders,  they 
arc  not  able  to  lupprefs ;  and  therefore 
)  ' tying  that  Tome  means  may  be  tiled 
lor  preventing  this  practice  for  the  fu- 
tmc. 

“  Hi"  Majefty  being  pleafed  to  refer  the 
confidt-tation  thereof  to  us,  recpiiring  us 
to  report  to  the  right  honourable  the 
(ommittce  of  trade  and  plantations, 
what  remedy  we  conceive  moft  proper  to 
r*it  a  flop  to  that  growing  mii^bief,  fo 
prejudicial  to  the  trade  and  welfare  of 
this  kingdom. 

“  We  humb!y  report.  That  it  hath 
b.rn  the  conftant  opinion  of  this  board, 
that  the  preventing  the  exportation  of 
wool  ix  \  matter  of  great  moment  am! 
eonlidcration,  as  well  to  the  revenue  of 
ciinoms,  as  to  the  trade  and  welfare  of 
this  kingdom  ;  and  fo  do  humbly  ac¬ 
quaint  your  lortlfbips,  that  lince  the  year 

the  crown  hatli  been,  and  is,  at  an 
extraordinary  expcncc  of  Icven  or  eight 
lijudre  1  pounds  per  ann.  at  lead  out  of 
tue  revv  i.  jcs  of  ilit  cuftoms,  in  llie  main¬ 
taining  ot'  vellil.,  .at  fca  in  that  fervice, 
belidts  an  allowance  of  a  moiety  of  the 
King’s  fortcitiires  of  .all  v.ool  I'eized,  and 
a  l  other  forfeitines  by  the  adf  for  the  pre¬ 
venting  the  c::po;tation  thereof,  as  a 
bounly  for  tlie  encouragement  of  fucb  as

fliould  feize  or  make  a  diCcovery  of  tbf  * 
frauds  relating  thereto.  And  becaufe  that 
expcncc  and  bounly  from  the  crown  wat 
not  found  fufTicient  to  undertake  antf 
c.irry  oh  the  charge  of  the  faid  Ici  vice, 
Ms  late  Majefty  was  pleaUrd,  upon  tiie 
petition  of  the  clothiers  aud  favors,  and 
from  the  report  from  this' board  to  your 
lordthips,  to  ifliie  <Hit  the  aforefaid  com- 
miftion  to  prevent  the  exportation  of 
wool,  to  certain  perf>n^  to  coIUA  a  vo- 
lunt.ary  contribution  towards* tfc  lame.

By  this  rcp(  rt,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
commiflioners  of  the  cuftoms  then  in 
being,  were  highly  fenfible,  from  their 
own  experience,  of  the  great  difficulty 
and  charge  of  preventing  the  exportation 
of  wool ;  particularly  they  found  R»t'm- 
ney  Marib,  anil  many  othcrplaces  on  the 
coaft  of  Kent,  very  haril  to  be  guai drd  ; 
and  their  chief  endeavours' were  levelled 
upon  that coaft. 

In  fhort,  they  found  their  officers  very 
remirs  in  doing  theu'r  duty.  At  Uft  the 
clothiers  from  feveral  counties  reprefen- 
ted  the  grievance  to  the  parliament,  and 
the  report  altove  mentioned  being  taken 
into  conlidcration,  a  bill  was  prepared 
and  brought  in  for  the  mnre  eftcdual 
preventing  the  exportation  of  wool, 
which  palled  into  an  ad  in  the  firft  year 
of  the  reign  of  King  William  and  Queen 
Mary. 

Jn  the  preamble  of  that  ad,  the  remifi- 
rrfti  and  negligence  of  the  cun(>m-ho»oic„ 
officers  employed,  »»  taken  notice  of  to 
l>c  <»f  very  had  confequence,  tending  tii  , 
the  ruiu  and  ucdoing  of  many  of  the 
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ftibjedV*,  and  the  great  diminution  of  the 
trade  of  this  kingdom. 

In  this  a^t,  particular  and  feparate 
CommifTioners  were  appointed  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  exportation  of  wool,  fuller’s 
earth,  See.  The  perfons  nominated  for 
that  end  in  the  adt  were  perfons  of 
known  integrity,  and  interefted  in,  and 
zealous  promoters  of  the  woolen  manu- 
fadture  ;  but  for  want  of  money  to  defray 
the  charges  of  ofticers,  and  carrying  on 
profecutions,  &c.  they  were  forced  to 
decline  adding  for  fomc  years,  till  at  lall 
the  exportation  became  fo  open  and 
barefaced,  not  only  in  Kent  and  Suflex, 
but  al fo  upon  the  borders  of  Scotland, 
and  in  fcveral  maritime  counties  of  this 
kingdom,  that  the  merchants  and  clo¬ 
thiers  of  the  northern  parts  made  pref- 
fing  foliritations  to  Sir  llenry  Gooderick, 
a  Yorkihirc  gentleman,  and  privy-coun- 
fellor,  one  of  the  commiflioners  nomina¬ 
ted  in  the  adf,  to  call  together  a  meeting 
of  the  commiHioners  for  applying  fome 
remedy  to  that  reigning  evil,  and  giving 
the  neoelTary  orders  to  put  the  laws  in 
execution.

The  natives,  inAead  of  oppofing  the  en¬ 
trance  of  thole  fatal  gueAs  into  their 
country,  aHilicd  them  in  all  their  opera¬ 
tions  with  .an  .alacrity  of  which  they  had 
'ere  long  good  reafon  to  repent. 

Next  d.ay^,  Pilp.atoe  and  Tcutile  enter¬ 
ed  the  Spanilli  camp  with  a  numerous 
retinue,  ami  Cortes  conlidcring  them  as 
the  miniAersof  a  great  monarch,  intitled 
to  a  degree  of  attention  very  dilTeient 
from  that  which  the  Spani.ards  were  ac- 
cuAomed  to  pay  to  the  petty  caziquef, 
with  whom  they  had  intercourfe,  recci- 
veil  them  with  much  formal  ceremony; 
lie  informed  them,  th.at  he  came  as  am- 
balFador  from  Don  Carlos  of  AuAria,  ^ 
king  of  CaAile,  the  grtateA  monarch  of 
the  caA,  and  was  intruAcd  with  propoA- 
tions  ot  fuch' moment,  that  he  could, im- 
pirt  them  to  none  hut  the  emperor  Mon¬ 
tezuma  himfilf,  and  Iheiefore  required 
them  to  condmit  him,  without  lofs  of 
time,  into  the  prcl'ence  of  their  nuAer. 
The  Mexican  olbctrs.  could  not  conceal 
Ihe'r  uneafiiufs  at  a<.req«icA  which  they 
knew  to  be  dil'agreeable,  and  which  they 
torefaw  might  prove  extremely  embar- 
raflTihg  to  their  foverrign,  whofe  mind 
had  been  filled  with  many  difquieting 
apprchciiAotis  ever  lince  the  tornicr  ap¬ 
pearance.  of  the  Spaniards  upon  his 
coaAs :  But,  before  they  attempted  to 
difTuade  Gortes  from  infiAing  on  this  de¬ 
mand,  they  endeavoured  to  conciliate 
bi>  good-will,  by  intreating  him  to  ac¬ 
cept  of  certain  prefents,  which,* as  hiKn- 
hie  Haves  of  Montezuma,  thevjaid'4t  his  . 
feet.  Thefc  weic  introduced  with  greit 
parade,  and  cwnfiAcd  of  iide  00^011 
clqth,  gf  plumes  of  and 
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ororiism^nts  of  gold  and  filver,  to  aeon- 
julciable  value;  ibe  workmannop  of 
which  appeared  to  be  as  curious  as  the 
ruUcrials  were  rich.  Tl>c  difplay  of 
thel'e  produced  an  eifedt  very  different 
trom  what  the  Mexicans  intended.  In- 
lUad  of  hiii  dying,  it  increafed  the  avidi¬ 
ty  of  the  Spaniards,  and  rendered  thcui 
lo  caeer  and  impatient  to  become  maf- 
ters  of  a  country  which  abounded  with 
fiich  precious  produdioiis,  that  Cortes 
could  hardly  liften  with  patience  to  the 
a’ijumeiits  which  Pilpatoc  and  Teutile 
c  nployt  d  to  difTaadc  him  fron^  yititing 
tiR*  capital,  and,  in  a  haughty  determined 
t.inc,  he  imiJled  on  his  demand  of  bci»g 
.1  Irnitted  to  a  perfonal  audience  of  their 
fcv.Tci,;n.  During  this  interview,  fome 
p.iiiiier®,  in  the  train  of  the  Mexican 
cliiefi,  had  been  diligently  employed  in 
delineating,  upon  white  cotton  cloths, 
(icurcs  of  the  Ihips,  the  horfes,  the  ar- 
tiUery,  the  f.ddiers,  and  whatever  clfc 
atir.idcd  their. ey^s  as  fingular.  When 
Cortes  obferved  this,  and  was  informed 
that  Ihefe  pictures  were  to  be  fent  to 
M.iutezutr.a,  in  order  to  convey  to  him 
n  more  lively  idea  of  the  ftrangc  and 
"  orrderful  obje^J^s  now  prefented  to  their 
view  than  any  words  could  commiini*^ 
‘'ate,  he  refolved  to  render  the  reprefen- 
t  uion  iVdl  more  animated  and  intcreft- 
ing,  by  exhibiting  fuch  a  fpe^taclc  as 
might  give  both  them  and  their  monarch 
an  awful  imprefbon  of  the  extraordinary 
prowefs  of  his  followers,  and  the  irrefif- 
*ible  force  of  their  arms.  The  trum¬ 
pets,  by  hi»  ordiT,  founded  an  alarm; 
the  troops,  in  a  moment,  formed  in  or- 
‘hr  of  battle;  the  infantry  performed 
I'Jch  martial  exercifes  as  were  befl:  fuited 
to  difplay  the  etfed  of  their  different 
'veipuns;  the  horfe,  in  various  evolii- 
tionp,  gave  a  fpecimen  of  their  agility 
and  ftrength ;  tl>e  artillery,  pointed  to- 
'virdf,  the  thick  woikIs  which  furround- 
cd  t!je  camp,  made  dreadful  harock 
among  the  trees.  The  Mexicans  looked 
«’u  with  that  filcnt  amazement  which  is 
uitural  when  the  mind  is  (truck  with 
objects  which  are  both  awfiil  and  above 
itk  coinprehcnli  ui  :  But,  at  the  cxplo- 
lion  of  the  cannon,  many  of  them  fled, 
liiiue  fell  to  the  ground,  and  all  were  fo 
t'.ueh  confounded  at  the  light  of  men 
whofe  power  fo  nearly  refemblcd  tha»  of 
^be  godg,  that  Ct>rtca  found  it  difficult 
compofc  and  rc-alTure  them.  Ti»c 
pamfrrh  had  now  many  new*  fubje^  on 
'''liich  to  txcicife  ttjcrr  art ;  ,and  they 
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put  their  fancy  on  the  ftretch,  in  order 
to  invent  figures  and  charat^ers  to  repre-^ 
fent  the  extraordinary  things  which  they 
had  feen. 

Meffengers  were  immediately difpatch- 
ed  to  Montezuma  with  thofe  pt^ures, 
and  a  fujl  account  of  every  thing  that 
had  pafled  fince  the  arrival  of  the  Spa¬ 
niards  ;  and  by  them  Cortes  fent  a  pre- 
fent  of  fomc  European  curiofities  to 
Montezuma,  wliich,  though  of  no  great 
value,  he  believed  would  be  acceptable 
on  account  of  their  novelty.  The  Mexi¬ 
can  mouarchs,  in  order  to  obtain  early 
information  of  every  occurrence  in  all 
the  corners  of  their  vaft  empire,  had  in¬ 
troduced  a  refinement  in  police,  un¬ 
known  at  that  time  in  Europe.  'I'hry 
had  couriers  polled  at  proper  ffations 
along  the  principal  roads  ;  and,  as  thefe 
were  trained  to  agility  by  a  regular  edu¬ 
cation,. and  relieved  one  another  at  mo¬ 
derate  difiances,  they  conveyed  intelli¬ 
gence  with  furprifing  rapidity.  Though 
the  capital  in  which  Montezuma  rcfidcd 
was  above  180  miles  from  St  Juan  de 
Uiua,  Cortes’s  prefents  were  carried  thi¬ 
ther,  and  an  anfw'cr  to  his  demands  was 
received  in  a  few  d.tys.  The  fame  offi¬ 
cers  who  had  hitherto  treated  with  the 
Spaniards  were  employed  to  deliver  this 
anfwcr;  but,  as  they  knew  how  repug¬ 
nant  the  determination  of  their  maftcr 
was  to  all  the  fehemes  and  wiibes  of  the 
Spaniih  commander,  they  would  not 
venture  to  make  it  known  until  they  had 
p.cvioiifly  endeavoured  to  foothe  and 
mollify  him.  For  this  purpofe,  (hey  re¬ 
newed  the  ncyociation,  by  intrc^iicing  t 
train  of  a  hundred  Indians,  loaded  with 
prefents  fent  to  him  by  Montezuma. 
The  magnificence  of  thefe  was  fuch  at 
became  a  great  monarch,  and  far  ex¬ 
ceeded  any  idea  which  the  Spaniards^ 
had  hitherto  formed  of  his  xsrilth.

HT/’ELL  known  as  a  traveller,  by  his 
Vf  “  Tour  round  the  Baltic,**  this 
lively  writer  now  dire^ls  hjs  courfc 
foiilhward  and  weftward,  but  full  pre- 
iVnts  us  with  an  animated  retrofpe^t  of 
the  moft  inlerefting  occurrences  in  that 
leinAikable  period  of  French  hidory 
which  includes  the  reigns  of  Charles  V. 
VI.  and  VII.  Lewis  XI.  Charles  Vllf. 
1a  wi3  Xn.  Francis  I.  Henry  II.  Francis 
ii.  and  Charles  IX. 

Mr  \Vrax.^ll,  by  extraiding  the  pith  or 
m?.rrow  of  former  memorialids,  by  draw’- 
iiig  portraits  at  full  length,  and  painting 
in  llrong  colours  thofc  fccncs  which 
touch  the  heart,  and  tbofe  only,  has 
made  his  w’ork  (like  the  Memoires  de 
Griimmont)  as  entertaining  as  many  no¬ 
vels,  and  much  more  fo  than  any  com¬ 
plete  hidory.  As  to  his  dile,  though 
Ipirited,  and,  in  general,  correct,  we 
wilh  it  had  been  totally  Englidi,  and  free 
I'om  ma-f  foreign  words  and  phrad's, 
which,  as  they  arc  needlefs,  we  hope  ne¬ 
'er  to  fee  naturalized.  Palfingovcr  thefe 
llipht  blemilhes,  we  fliall  fcicifl  from 
thi:,  hiftoiical  exhibition  the  difficult,  but 
Well-drawn  piifliire  of  Catherine  dc  Itlc- 
dici*;,  Dowager  of  Henry  11.  and  mother 
to  his  three  fucceflbrs. 

“  Eiulowed  by  Nature  with  a  thou- 
find  qualilien  great  and  ffiining,  Ihe  only 
wanted  virtue  to  dirciit  them  to  honou¬ 
rable  and  falutary  ends.  Fond  of  plea- 
luic,  ot  letters,  of  magnificenec,  thclV 
were  yet  only  inferior  movement#  ;  am¬ 
bition  predominated  and  fwallOwed  up 
all  other  paffions  in  her  bofom.  Boro 
with  a  force  of  mind,  a  calmnefs  and 
Ulf-poircffion,  which  might  have  done 
honour  to  the  bolded  man,  flic  feemed  to 
look  down,  a#  from  an  eminence,  on  hu- 
iTi.in  occuircnces.  Never  alarmed,  even 
in  eiicuirflances  the  moll  uncxpcAed 
and  didrcUfiil,  flie  knew  how  to  bend 
and  accommodate  hcrfelf  to  them.  Of 
confummatc  diffimuUtion,  her  ma&ucrt^ 


where  (he  wilhed  to  fuccccd  in  any  at* 
tempt,  were  ingratiating  beyond  the 
powers  of  female  fcdu6ion. .  Sprung 
from  the  blood  of  Colmo  de  Medicisi 
and  emulative  of  the  fame  which  Fran¬ 
cis  I.  had  acquired  by  his  protection  of 
learning,  Ihe  cultivated  poetry,  and  all 
the  humanifing  arts,  amid  the  horrors  of 
civil  war ;  and  extended  her  gcAerofity 
to  men  of  genius,  even  in  the  mod  cx- 
haufted  date  of  the  finances :  expend ve, 
even  to  prodigality, in  the  cntecuinmenti 
and  diverfions  flie  exhibited,’  and  cover¬ 
ing  her  dcfigns  under  the  deceitful  malk 
of  diffipation,  (he  planned  a  inairacre 
amid  the  fedivities  of  a  banquet,  and  ca- 
refll'd  with  the  mod  winning  Ulandifh- 
ments  the  vidlim  ihe  had  dediiied  to  de- 
dru^tion,.  Cruel  from  policy,  not  from 
temper,  avaricious  from  necellity,  pro* 
fufe  from  tafte,  die  united  in  herlclf  qua¬ 
lities  the  mod  contradiidor)'. 

**  Her  perfon  was  noble,  and  corref* 
ponded  with  her  dignity:  the  beauty  of 
her  countenance  was  blended  with  ma- 
jedy.  ’  She  kuew  how  to  improve  her 
natural  charms  by  all  the  magic  of  drefsi 
and  carried  her  magnificence  on  this  at - 
tide  to  a  prodigious  height.  £x()ert  in 
every  exercife  of  the  body,  (he  (hone 
equally  didingiiiflied  in  the  dance  and  in 
the  chace.  Her  attractions  wete  not  fu¬ 
gitive  and  frail,  but  accompanied  her 
even  into  age,  and  hardly  quitted  her  in 
her  mod  advanced  period  ot  life. 

**  Her  complexion  was  iinuru^lly  fine, 
her  eyes  large,full  of  vivacity  and  fire.  She 
had,  when  young,  a  fauIUcfs  llupe ;  but 
grew  afterwards  large  and  corpulent. 
Her  head  was  dlfproportlunably  big  ;  nor 
CiUild  itic  walk  any  coiiliderabic  diltaucc 
without  being  fubjeCt  to  a  dizzinefs  and 
fwimming.  The  exaCt  fymmetry,  aud 
admirable  (hape  of  Iter  legs,  made  her 
t.ike  a  p.irtictiiar  plcalure  in  wearing  (ilk 
dockings  drawn  very  tight,  the  ule  of 
w’hich  was  fird  intr«tdiiced  in  her  times 
and  the  deiire  of  (hewing  them  mure 
confpicuoufly  induced  her  to  change  the 
mode  of  riding  on  horfeback,  which  wit 
by  reding  the  feet  011  a  fmall  board,  to 
that  of  placing  one  leg  on  the  pommel  of 
the  laddie. — C;Uherine  piqued  hcrfelf  dn* 
the  addrrfs  with  which  (he  rode ;  and 
though  by  her  boldnrfi  in  hunting  (he 
once  broke  a  leg,  and  at  another  tiine^ 
received  a  iVverc  blow  on  the  head,  fo  at 
to  lie  obliged  to  undergo  the  trepan,  ^ 
continued  this  rxercilc  to  her  fixtktli 
year.  Her  hands  afld  arms  czocUed  any 
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lady’s  of  the  court,  both  as  to  form  and 
whiiencfs. — AlldrefTcs  became  her,  Irom 
the  refined  taltc  with  which  the  adjulttd 
every  onumciU  to  her  figure  ;  and  licr 
wanIrolK*  was  emially  varied  and  fplcn- 
<iid.  Her  nech  and  breatt  were  ot  the 
nioft  inatchlefs  and  daz/lln^'  wluie. 
Brautoine  fpeaks  ot  them  with  enttinliai- 
ttc  praife  and  plcafure.’*
